bravea Prince. Somctime the expeaa- 
tion of the world, and that it might for 
ever be knowne unto it, and you both, 


how exceeding great this laſt duty is, 


which I owe to the dead, asalſo how ab- 
ſolutely you may command him, whom 
your love long fince hath ſtri&ly bound 
to be perpetually yours, in place ofa bet- 
ter, I haue adyentured upon theſe enſu- 
ing conditions, to lanch out my fraile 
barke, into that great Ocean of ſorrow, 
even from thecradleto the grave, whence 
ſtorme-beaten as you ſce, I have with 
much adoe recovered my deſired haven.

As allo, 
that with youraccuſtomed patience, you 
would delay to cenſure me torthis letter, 
untill with mature judgement you have 
throughly peruſed the ſame, conſidering 
how much morecaſlic it is to cenſure 0- 
thers, then to doe well our ſelves. Again, 
that fince the way by which I muſt paſſe, 
15 througha.l6ng, darke, filent, ſolitary, 
untrodenpath,leacing even to thecham- 
bers of death, fraught altogether with 
ſorrow, ending in tcares, wherein I can-

H BNRY, Moſt renowned and Vidtori- 
OUS ; afrer which by ſp=ciall appoint- 
ment from his Maj- -ſtie, he was refigned 
to thecuſtad y and keeping of the Earle of 
Marre, aſſiſted alſo by the continuall and 
vioilant care of the venerabl= and noble 
Matron his Mothcr, unto whom rhechief 
charge of his H ghnefle per{ n, by his 
M ct *as 2iven, Shee alſo for many 
vearcs before, being his owne great hap-

ered in all things, then his Royall Fa-

place, and keeping. Thus continued the 
ſtreagth of his Farher, and the glory of 
his Mother a great while in the hands of 
women, £1ving 1n this 11S tencerage, by 
his wonderfull courage, infallible rokens 
of a Novle and Hereick 5 pirit, no mufick 
being {o pleaſant in h's eares, as theſoun- 
ding of the Trumpet, the beating of the 
Dru me, the roaring of the Canon, no 
ſ:ght ſo acceptable; as that of Pieces, 'Pi- 
tols, or any ſortof Armour; all whuch 


evidently ſhew, that (if hee had lived)

Thus he remained unnll the 5, or 6, 
yeares of his Age,at whichtine his Ma- 
jcſtie rhought it expedient he ſhould no 
longer want a Tutor, Whereupon Ma- 
ſicr Newton (afterwards his Sccretary )

poſſible did begin to teach his Highneſle

A little afrer, the Women being put

e I Pcrfons amongſt whom, as chicte, was 
of I the Right Honourable the Earle of Mare, 
ot Il together with Sir David Murray Knight, 
y Ml firlt and onely Gentleman of his High- 
ns Wl ncfle Bed-chamber, to lye therein, (con- 
ck I tinuing ſoalwaies untill his death) aſſiſted 
n- WW illo by ſundry Lords, Barons, Knights, 
the £ and Gentlemen: at which time, inthe 7. 
no £8. and 9 yeares of his Age, leaving 
Pi- thoſe Chiluiſhand idle toyes, uſuall ro 
ich Wall of his ycares, he began to delight ia 
ed) £ more aRive, and manly exerciſes, learn- 
far; | ing 
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ing ro Ride, Sing, Dance, Leape, ſhootar 
Archery ,and in Peeces, to tofle his Pike, 
&c, Whereof all theſe things in young 
yeares, to the admiration of all, chictely 
ſtrangers, he did wonderfully performe; 
and that with ſuch a grace,as it ſeemed in- 
credible ts torraigne Nations , fave that 
thoſe of their owne, who were ſpectators 
of the ſame did aſſure them thereof. 
Now beganne thoſe ſparks of Pic- 


tie, Majeſty, Gravity, &c. which before 


were true, though ſmall, to flaſh out big- 
erevery day,ufing a milde and gentle be- 
haviour towards all, chiefly toſtrangers, 
before whom hee uſed (if they were of 
good {orts, and Nobles ) to ſhew thele 
exerciſes, wherein he excelled all thoſe 
of his age, thereby filling their hearts 
with love, and all their ſences with de- 
light, departing exceeding well pleaſed, 
that they had ſeene Prince Henry, 


Meane while ſwift winged 77m, the 
mother of Change (whilſt we expected 
no ſuch alteration) joyning with the E- 
ternal! Decree, which pittying that Eli- 
{abeth, now overcloyed with earthly 

Cs Joys 
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;oycs ſhould any longer bee detained in 


this vale of M:ſ<ry , did ſend the bleſſed 
Angels to change her corruprtible tor ari 
incorruptible Crowne, The Newes 
whereof (ina ſhorter time then ever was 
poaſted ſo greata Tourney) was brought 
unto his Majeſtie by the Honourable Sir 
Ro. Carey Knight, who out of the abun- 
danceof his love, preventing all others, 
wasthe firſt Newes-bringer , not onely 
of ſo lamentable death , bur alſo of the 
ſudden enſuing . joy , of his Majeſtics 
Right, Lawfull , Lincall, Proclaimed 
Succeſhon : who ſhortly after was ſe- 
conded by honourable Gentlemen, Sir 
Charles Pertie , and Sir Thomas Sower ſets 
Knights, with a Letter from the Right 
Honourable, the Peeres of England, and 
Lords of Her late Majeſties moſt Ho- 
nourable Privy Counſell , preſenting 
heapes of all ſorts of datitull ſervices, 
trom ſo loving Subjects to ſo beloved 
a King ; withall wiſhing a haſtie diſpatch 
of his Majeſties Aﬀaires, that they the 
loonermightenjoy His Royall prelence, 
which being with ſpecd performed, they 
allo,our of their great love) longing for 
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the reſt, The Queene with his Highnefle 
rook their Tourney from Edenborough the 
firſt of June, 1602, the laſt of the ſaid 
Moneth comming to Wizaſor , where, 
what joy wasatſo loving a meeting. and 
ſolong wiihed, I leave tor you to ima- 
gINE, 


His Majeſtie lying at this foreſaid 
Towne, his Highnefle and ſome other 
Lords, were inſtalled Knights of the 
moſt Honourable and Noble Order of 
the Garter, after which {( the Sickneſſe 
increaſing) His Highneſſe removed from 
thence to Oatelanas, where by appoint- 
ment from his Majcſtie, he tooke houſe 
by himſclte, having ſo many to attend 
upon him incvery Office, as was thought 
fitting for his yeares. A little after re- 
moving to Nenſ#ch, and from thence be- 
ing ſent for to Wincheſter by his Maje- 
ſtic,he againe returned to 0ate/ands, where 
he begunto ply his Booke hard for two - 
or three yeares,continuing all his Prince- 
ly Sports, Hawking , Hunting, running 
atthe Ring, Leaping, riding of great Hor- 
les, Dauncing , Fencing, toſſing of the 
©. _ 
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Pike, &c. Inall which, he did ſo farre 
excell as was fitting tor ſo great a Prince, 
whereby , together with his continuall 
ttavaile, being ever in action, hecame to 
havea very attiveand ſtrong body ; ſo 
that then he would many times tyre all 
his followers before he himſelfe would 
be weary. 

Much about this time, being thirteene 
yeares of age, he began ro know himlclie 
alittle better, and finding himſclteto bee 
aPrinceindeed, began not onely to ſtrive 
for yertues an{we: able, bur alſo to chaſe 
away the reliques of childiſh imperfecti- 
ons naturall to all, ir creaſing every day 
nfayour with God and man, 
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*rhe Name of Achades, Lord of the 1/* 


nowalſoto be of ancxcellent diſcourſe, 


putting forth, and asking ſtrange Queſti- 
ons and Suppoſitions, both of this, and 
forraine States, and defiring to know, 
and to be reſolved almoſt of everything, 
wherebyar length he attained to have a 
reaſonable infight and judgement, in 
State-affaires ; now alſo delighting to 
ſhootin great and ſmall Field-pizces, to 
levell them to the white, and fee them 
ſhot off. | | 

The 16, yeare of his Age, being to 
come to the time of his Inveſtment in the 
Principalitic of Wales and Cornewall , He 
did advance his ovine Title and Right 1s 
tarre, as wich modeſtic he might: whicll 
preſently was gently and lovingly enter- 
rained, and granted of his Majeſtie, with 
the conſent of the Right Honourable,rne 
High Court of Parliament : The fourth 
of Tune following, being appointed for 
that ſolemne action, the Chriſtmas before 
which, his Highnefſe not onely for his 
owne Recreation, bat alſo that the 
World might know , what: a brav 
Prince they were likely to enjoy, unde! 
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Priace He wry.

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jeſties feere. Then after, returning with 
a ſhortſneechto her Majcſtte, nextto the 
Earles, Lords, and Knights, excufin 
their Lord in this their ſo {udden & ſhort 
warning : and laftly, to the Ladies;they 
after humble delivery of their Chartle, 
concerning time, place,conditions, num- 
ber of weapons, and Aſlailants, tooke 
their leave, Ceparting ſolemnly as they 
entred, 

Now began every where preparati- 
onsto be made for this great fight, and 
happy did he thinke himſelte who ſhould 
be admitted for a Defendant, much more 
Aſlailant ; Art laſt, to encounter his 
Highneſle, with his fix Aſailants, 58. 
Defendants confiſting of Earles, Barons, 
Knights, and Eſquires, were appointed 
and choſen, eight Defendants to one Al- 
ſailanr, every Afſailantbeing to fight by 
turnes, eight ſeyerall times fighting, two 
every time with puſh of Pike and Sword, 
twelveſtroakesat a time x; after which, 
the Barre for ſeparation was to bee [tt 
downe untill a freſh onler. 

The great night of this Solemnity 
now approaching, his Highneſle in his 

@WNe 
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owne lodging, in the Chriſtmas, did 


Fealt the Earles, Barons, and Knights af- 
failants, and detendants, untill the great 
Twelfth appointed night, on which this 
great fight was tobe performed ; which 
being come, his Highneſle, to the great 
wonder of the beholders, did admirably 
fight his part, giving and receiving that 
night, 32. puſhes of Pikes, and about 
360, ſtroakes of Swords, whicn is {carſe 
credible in ſo young yeares, enough to 
aſſure the World, that Great Britaines 
brave Henry aſpired to immortality. 
Againſt the morrow, after the ſame 
ſaid fight, was alſo prepared a Magni- 
ficke Feaſt at his Highnefle houſe at Saint 
lanes, at which his Majeſtie, bis High- 
nefle, his Brother and Siſter, with all the 
other Earles, Lords, and Knights of the 
Court were preſent ; where atter Sup- 
per (according as before they had beene 
judged) his Highneſle gave three priſes, 
tothe three beſt deſerving, viz. to the 
Right Honourable the Earle of Montgo- 
mery one, and to Sir Thomas Darcy, and 
dit Robert Gourdon Knights,the other two. 
The Barricrs finiſhed, and priſes won, 
_ 2 judged 
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judgedandg deltvere?, ihuitly after began 
preparat on every where to be made for 
his Highneflc Creation, every one trom 
the higheſt to the loweſt ( to th:w there 
excceding love) ſt:iving who ſhould cx- 
ceed in bravery, untill taſt-poſting Time 
at lergrh brought forth the long wiſhed 
for day, before which , his Highneſle 
then lying at Richmond, a Houl- {cirunte 
on the Rivers f11c, ſeven miles from WWeſt- 
miuſter,tiie place of his Creation, the cu- 
ſtome being to be brought from ſuch a 
place, the Right Honourable the Lord 
Mayor of London, with the worſhiptull 
Aldermen his Brethren, accompanied 
with thirtie fix ſeverall Companies of 
Cutizens of divers callings, in ſo many 
ſeverall Barges, and all ©. irie-like braye- 
riepofſivle, with their ſeverall Flagges, 
Banners, Colours, Armes, Trumpets, 
Drummes, and Phytes, with other ſuch 
provikon, came from their mighty and 
re20wned City, up thz filver-ſtreamed 
River,to welcom ,mcetand accompany 
his Highnefle, towards the ſolemne A- 
&10Nn, whcre havin- encountred with his 
Highncfic Barges withall the joy, lo 

an 
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and kindneſſe poſſible, torhic wonder of 


theWorld : alleyes were bent towards 
ſojoytull and defired a fight : they came 
altogether rowing downe the proud Rt- 
ver, which for two or three nules roge- 
ther, ſeemed to be covered with Pinna- 
ces, Barges Boates,and Oares unto FH hite- 
hall bridgeat the Court, where hee was 
alſo received, and wekcommed by the 
Right Honourablethe Lords of his Ma- 
j:{ties molt Honourable Privie Counſel, 
with divers others , and from thence by 
them conducted unto his Majeſtie, where 
he remained untill the time of his Creati- 
0, which being the next day, he was 1n 
preſence of the right Honorable cheHigh 
Court of Parl1amenr, Lo:dsSpi-rirual and 
Temporall, By his Maj-ſtie the King his 
Father, Creared Prince of Wales, Duke of 


Cornewall, great Earle of Cheſter. &c. with . 


atull Inveitment in all the Ancicnt and 
great Libeities,ever poſſeſſed by any of 
bis famous Predeccſlors, and with the 
joy and approbation of the Þ whole 

Houſe. 
_ His Highneſſe being now ab'olute of 
unſclte; did take up Houſe with a tull 
B 3 addition 
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addition of high Officers, SirThomas Chal- 
lener Chamberlaine, Sir Charles Cornwal- 
[i Treaſurer, and Sir 19hz Hollis Comp- 
rrouler of his Houſe, making good and 
ſtri& Ordets through the ſame, both a- 
bove and below ſtaires,more likea grave 
wiſe, and ancient Counſcllour, ſurvey- 
ing, diſpoſing, & diſpatching his affaires, 
then ſo young and greata Prince: Now 
were allotted unto him certaine Lands 
for his revenewes, which he was ſo farre 
from diminiſhing, that ace leit the ſame 
encreaſed, by thouſands a yeare his ſer- 
vants did now begin to looke which way 
to helpe themſelves, fince his Highneſſe, 
was every day more and more able to 
give : yet hebcing very ſparing to give 
any thing, did onely give Grants unto 
ſome, with promiſes, hopes and delayes 
unto others, becauſe he would not (hee 
faid)diſpoſe of any thing, untill with the 
git he might perpetrat the ſame, which 
could not be, untill either yeares, or the 
High. Court of Parliament ſhould ena- 
ble hmm, but this time as yer not being 
come, he went on his owne frugall cour- 


fs, ſuffering almoſt nothing to Dm 
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his Houſe, or other aftaires, which hee 
himſelfe did not overſee. 

Ar laſt, bethinking himſelfe that Wales 
and Corwall, &c, his Principalitic had a 
long time beene withou: a Prince of their 
owne, he thought hee might the rather 
ſhew his Authority in renewing and a- 
voiding Leaſes, wherefore haviag firſt by 
a Writ called Scire factas, avoided and an- 
nihilatedall their former Rights and Lea- 
ſes, hee brought them unto a generall 
ſubmiſhon to compound , take and hold 
new of him; which they were all ready 
to performe, a little before his death : 
Whercupon Surveyors,and Commiſho- 
ners were appointed, and diſpatched to 
ſurvey all his Lands, and to returnea true 
certificate of the whole valew; untill 
which, (being but a little before his fick- 
neſle and death) he deferred all manner 
of Suits, becauſe he would firſt be infor- 
med truely , what, and how great their 
demands were, 

Inthe 17. and 18, yeares of his Age 
he began not onely tobe a Man in ſtature, 
butal(o in courage and wiſdome, to the 
admiration of all, and with the cycs of

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his Spirit ſurveying the mighty Lnheri- 


tance whereunto he was Heire apparant, 
hedid aiſo ſtraine to be the better furni- 
ſhed ( ifever his ſhoulders ſhould under- 
goeſo greata burthen'with turniture be- 
fitting the ſame, it being wiſdome, in the 
time of peace, to prepare for the ſame, 
knowing that Peace 1s the harbinger of 
Warre, (chiefly in Ships, counted the 
brazen Wall of this Ile)he in the time of 
our ſecurity thought thereot : and there- 
fore did nor only intreate !:is Majeſtie to 
cauſe his Officers of rhe Navy to build 
hima Ship, called the Prizce, (then the 
faireſt of this 1{!=) bur alſo to advance 
theaffaires of the Navy, to his power, 
now and then got leave ot his Majeſtie to 
goe in perſon to view the Ships, and 
Storchovſes, which divers ttmes he did, 
Not content herewith, he did alfo pra- 
Riſe Tilting , charging on Horſebacke 
with Piſtols,after the maner of theWars, 
with all other the like inventions. Now 
alſo delighting to conferre, both with his 
owne, and other Strangers, and great 
Capraines, of all manner ot Wars, Bat- 
railes, Furniture, Armesby Seaagd Land, 
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Diiciplines Orters. Marches. Alarmes 
Watches, Stratagems, Ambuſcadoes, 
Approaches, Scalings, Fortifications, 
Incampings, and having now and then 
Battailes of head-men appointed both on 
Horſe and Foot, ina long Table , where- 
by he might ina manner, view the right 
ordering of a Battaile, how every troope 
didaide and afhiſt another, as alſo the pla- 
cing of the light Horſemen, Vaunrguard, 
Maine Battaile, with the affiſting wings, 
and Rerewards, &c. which are out of my 
elementto ſpeake of, Neither did he 0- 
mit, as he loved the T heoricke of theſe 
things, to practiſe the ſame , entertaining 
in his Houſe a Durch Capraine, ſent unto 
him by his Exceilence ( Grave Maarice) 
amoſt exccllent Ingineer , inall manner 
ofthings bclonging to the Warsz cauſing 
alſo, from time to time,newPicces of Or- 
nance to be made, learning to ſhoot, and

The third Day. 


On Tueſday the ſeven and twenty, 
the third day of his ficknefle, hee found

On ares the eight and twen- 
tieth, and fourth day of his ſtckneſſe, in 
the morning, came Maſter Buzler, the ta. 
mous Phyſiran of Cambridge, a maryei- 
lous great Scholler', and of long'Prz- 
Riſe, and ſingular judgement, bur with- 
all very humerous ; who ( whatſoever 
he thought) comforting him with good 
hopes, that hee would ſhortly recower, 
and that there was no danger ; yet e- 
cretly unto others, did not let to ſpeake 
doubtfully, (as they ſay, his humouris) 
that he could not tell, what to make of 
it, and that he did not well like of the 

| fame ; adding further, that if he did re- 
cover, he was likely to lye by it for a 
great while, with divers other like ſpec- 
ehics, neither could-he be perſwaded, all 

. the-time' of his Highneſle fickneſle, to 

any longer with him, then-one 
houre,' or thereabouts, every morong: 
and fo'in' the afternoone, to give 118

coton. Bat his Highneſſeafter the wor- 
king thereof, found net that caſe that was 
expeced ; yet was ſtill fed with hopes 
of his recovery, But night being come, 
(towards which, duringall his fickneſſe, 
Is grew worſe then in the morning,

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wherein he was more ſober alwaies then 
inthe evening) his Head-ache, droughts 
and other accidents, continuing, though 
not withextremity, he reſtedill, and un- 
quietly,

 Oanthe Thurſday the nine and tweti- 
ticth, and fifth day of his ſickneſſe, hopes 
began a little to diminiſh, howbeit that 
morning his headache was ſomewhat 
leflened, his breath alſo (which before 
was ſhort) being longer, which moved 
him to put on his cloathes, —_— 
toriſe as he had done before; but his hea 
being ſo giddy, that he was not able to 
alone, hee was forced to betake him 
to his bed againe, from henceforth ever 
keeping his bed : Nevertheleſſe theting- 
ling of his cares, thic leapings and bound- 
ings coritinuing alike ; as alſo a ſmall fitt 
comming upon him, with a litle coldnes,

ſtill expcRing Natures ownetime, which 
deceived them.

From this time forth, chiefely Doctor 
Mayerne, with Maſter Naſmith, his Ma-

= This day alſo for caſing of the ex- 
-M treame paine of his head, the haire was

wonderfull and admirable patience , as 
though he had beene inſenſible of paine 
(00E yet all without any good, ſave perhaps, 
g1-F ſome ſmall ſceming hope of comfort tor 
rl the preſent. 


Now began the Pilots, who guided 
0 this fraile Barque ofhis highnefſe body, 
O08 almoſt to deſpaire, to eſcape the enſuing 
wy Tempeſts ; ſome of whoſe lookes did

wy For this night he begame very wells, 
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che Fever augmenting , the raving be. 
comming worſe then ever, 1n which he 
began to tofſe and rumble, to fing in 
kis (leepe, profering to have leaped out 
of the bed, gathering the ſheets together, 
the convulfions being more violent ; In 
which extremity, his congue, mouth,and 
throat being more dry thenever, yet cal.

The eleventh day, 


On Wedneſday the fourth of Noven- 
ber, and the eleventh day of his Sicke- 
nefle, all hopes of recovery were leſle 
then ever, the Phiſfitians, Chirurgeons, 
and Apothecaries beginning to bee dil- 
maied, bur that like Rout Pilots, they 
did beareit out bravely , fo long as was 
poſliblez yer(as men perplexcd in ſuch 
af extremity) the moſt part were of opt-

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fore a finall refolution, of which there 
wasas yet ſmall appearance: all thefor- 
mer accidents meane while encreaſed, the 
whole world beginning to be affraide, 
This day a Cocke was cloven by the 
backe, and applyed unto the ſoles of his 
feer, but in vainez the Cordials alſo 
were redoubled in number and quanti- 
tic, but without any profit, 


This afternoone his Majeſtie hea- 
ring of his undoubted danger ( al- 
though more ſober then ar other times ) 
came to ſee him z, but being advertiſed 
how matters went, ard were likely to go, 
and whataddition of griefe it would bec 
unto him, to ſee his beſt beloved Sonne 
in that extremity, he was at laſt perſya-

po ery irkikeuing the immortall Soule being 
bred, to commend himſelfe *, Acgleted 5 He asked his 
incechehands of God, ( be- Highneſſe, whether there 
fre thi) by Dottr 29 had beene any Prayer 
260% 19 to bee moſt bake ſaid in his Chambe I, ſince 
yealy and Divive, his Sickneſſe, or no 2 To 
whom he anſwered, that there had not: 
aleaging the cauſe to have beene, thecon- 
tinual toile of theDo&ors, Apothecarics, 
and Surgeons about him; and further, 
that untill now, he was not put in mindc 
thereof,/But that, for all that, he had not 
failed to pray quictly by himſelfe, which 
his anſwere plcafing them wellz the

_ The Archbiſhop meane while not 
willing to much to diſquet his High- 
nefle,called for to ſay prayers. that eve- 
ning at his Highneſſe bed fide , where 
ſpeaking ſomewhat low , fearing to 
offend his diſtempered cares, his High- 
nefſe willed him to ſpeakealoud, there- 
after repeatiag the confeſſion of his 
faith word by word after him ; from 
henceforth the foreſaid Deane conti- 
nuez to pray dayly with him at his bed 
ide untill his departure, This night was 
knquict as the reſt, 
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The twelfth Day. 


On Thurſday morning the fifth of 
November, and twelfth of his ſickneſſe, 
newes was ſent unto his Majeſty of the 
undoubted danger, and that there now 
remained no hopes or means of his High- 
nefſe recovery, but with deſperate and 
dangerous attempts, which his Majeſty 
conſidering , gave leave and abſolute 
power to Doctor Mayerne ( his chief

Sonne; His Majeſty meane while(whoſe

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likea dead, then a living man, full of 
moſt wonderfull heavinefle , removed 
to Theobalds ( a houſe twelve miles from 
Londos) there to expe the doletull c- 
vent; 


| Mrtane while amongſt the DoQors 

Mayerne, Hamond, Butier , ahd Atkins, 
bleeding was now the third time pro- 
poſed, ſome of them (as I thinke Ductor 
Majerne)afirming, that the bloud, which 
the vapours being violently thruſt up- 
wards, filling the braine, did cauſe by the 
maligne acrimony and quantity thereof, 
ravings and convulftons; which accidents 
(although withour ſeeming paine ) be- 
cauſe the Spirits were oppreſicd ) did 
put his Highneſſe in imminent danger, 
more then the benumings , the cauſe 
whereof was within the ventricles 
ofthe btaine, as alſo the ſaid hot and 
cholerick bloud in the riembranes; All 
which conſidered and that his Highneſle 
was yet of ſufficient ftrength of body, 
his pulſe alſo able roendure, they ſaid, the 
opening of a vaine was in theif judge- 
ment the onely meanes left; But thereſt 
—_— EK 2 of 
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of the Counſel] mitliking this adviſe, 
did conclude to double and treble the 
 Cordials, making a revulſion from the 
head witha cliſter, whoſe working was 
to ſmall efte&, ſave that his Highneſſe 
became more ſenſible thereafcer : Inthe 
meane timethe Archbiſhop of Canterbuy 
hearing of the danger, came unto his 
Highneſle in great haſt, where finding 
him in extreame danger, hee thought 
it now more then high time to goe about 
another kind of cure; and therefore, like 
a wiſeand skiltull Phiſitian , firſt trying 
the humour of his patient, before hee 
would proceed in the cure, hee addreſſed 
himſcltegently and mildly to aske how 
his Highneſse found himſelte fince his 
departure; at whoſe reply, ſecing every 
thing amiſſe, hee began againe further 
to teele his mind, firſt preparing him 
his Antidote againſt the feare of death, 
that the preparation thereunto , medita- 
tion, and thinking thereof, could, nor 
would bring death the ſooner, bur the 
contrary rather, arming himſelfe fo 
much the more againſt it; withall put- 
ting him ia mind of the Excellency and 
| Inemr- 
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Immortality of the Sexe, with the _ 


ſpeakeable joyes prepared for Gods 


children; and the baſenefle and miſery 


of the earth, with all the vaine, incon- 
ſtant, momentary and fraile pleaſures 
thereof, in reſpe&t of heavenly 7oyes; 
with many other moſt excellent me- 
dications againſt rhe ſame feare of 
death, 


Having thus prepared him to heare, 
hee went further, putting him in mind 
of the Exeecding great danger hee was in, 
and that although hee might recover 
(as hee hoped hee ſhould) yer hee might 
alſodie; and thar ſince it was an inevita- 
ble and irrevocable neccffity that A# 
muſt once die, late or ſoone. (. Death be- 
ing the reward of finne ) hee asked, if it 
ſhould ſo fall our, whether or no hee 
was well pleaſed to ſubmit himſelfeto 
the Will of Goa, to which hee anſwered, 
yea withall his heart, Then the Arch- 
byhop went on demanding queſtions 
of his faith; Firſt of the Religion and 
Church wherein hee lived, which his 
Highneſſe acknowledged to bee the one- 
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ly true Church , wherein onely, and 
without which there was no ſalvation, 
Then of his faith in Chriſt onely, by 
him, and in him, without any merits of 
his owne, being aſſured of the Remiſhon 
of all his finnes; which hee profeſſed hee 
did, hoping and truſting onely therein, 
Then of the ReſurreGion of the body, 
life everlaſting,and the joyes of Heaven; 
All which hee confeſſed and beleeyed, 
hoping withall Saints ro enjoy the 
ſame.

This conference, with a great deale 
more, the Archbiſhop had with hig to 
this purpoſe, {which may alſo give unto 
you abſolute ſatisfa&tion of his Souls 
health, it thereunto his life bee confide- 
red.) After which, fearing hee ſhouid 
roo muchdiſquiet him, with many good 
exhortations, hee tooke leaye for that 
time, 


This day being the fifth of November, 

a day of everlaſting remembrance and 
thankſgiving for our deliverance from 
the Powder Treaſon, was order given 
| every 
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every where untoall Churches, to pray 
for his Highneſſc, untill when, the great 
danger was unknowne tothe Commons, 
which was effecually as ever untill his 
death performed. 


This day, and at ſundry other times 
ſince his confuſion of ſpecch, hee would 
many times call upon Vi David Murray 
Knight (the onely man in whom hee 
had put choiſe truſt) by his name David, 
David, David, who when hee cameunto 
his Highneſle , demanding his pleaſure, 
in extremity of paine, and ſtupefation 
of ſenſes confounding his ſpeech, figh- 
ing, hee did reply, I would ſay ſome- 
what, but I cannot utter it; which forme 
hee ſtill uſed, ſolong as hee had any per- 
fect ſence or memory, 


This done, alſo (but too late) toaſ- 
fiſt the reſt, carne Door Palmer, and 
DoRor Giford famous Phiſitians for 
their honeſty,learning,and Phifick, who 
with the former foure went all fix coa 
conſultation what now remainedzfinally 
to bee done, wherein by ſome (as they 
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ſay) was againe propounded the neceffiry 
of bleeding, the oportunity whereof, 
by the evacuation of- his belly was now 
over paſled. 

| Intthe end, the Dodtors (long before 
this deſpairing of his recovery ) did at 
laſt agree upon Dzaſcordrnm, as the one- 
ly meanes (under God) now remaining, 
which tempered with cooler Cordials, 
was given him 1n the preſence of many 
honourable Gentlemen , about tenne a 
Clock at night, the operation whereof 
was ſmall or none; neither all this while 
did nature of it felfe incline towards 
ſweating , and to force the ſame they 
thought it to no purpoſe, This night 
was unquiet as the reſt, his accidents 
remaining inthe ſame ſort, but now and 
. then ſpeaking, but ſo confuſcdly that hee 
could not bee underſtood, 


Among the reſt, this night about mid- 
night, Maſter Naſmith his Majeſtics 
Chirurgeon fitting on his bed fide, his 
Highnefſe pulled him unto him by the 
hand, ſpeaking unto him ſomewhat, but 


fo contuſedly, by reaſon of the __ 
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of his Throat , that hee could not bee 
underſtood; which his Highneſſe per- 
ceiving, giving a moſt grievous figh, 
as it were 11 anger turned him from him; 
thereafter (unleſſe hee were urged) nc- 
ver ſpeaking unto him, orany. 


In this extremity, (Sir David Murray, 
who in this one death ſuffered many) 
came unto him, intreating him, & asking 
him, that if hee had any thing to ſay 
which troubled him, that hee would be- 
times make knowne his mind : but his 
Spirits being overcome, and nature 
weake, hee was not able to ſay anything, 
fave that of all other bufinefle hee gave 
order for the burning of a number of 
Letters in a certaine cabinet in his clo- 
" which preſently after his death was 

one, 


Not long after (as Ithinke) on Friday 
morning about three a clock, his back- 
bove, ſhoulders, armes and tongue, by 
reaſon of the horrible violence of the 
conyulſions , diſ-joyntingly deviding 
iemalelves, the cife@ ſhewing that rhe 
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ſubdued, the ſeat of reaſon overcome, 
and nature ſpent, in which extremity, 
fainting and ſounding, hee ſeemed twice 
orthriceto bee quite gone, at which time 
there aroſe wonderfull great ſhouting, 
weeping and crying in the Chamber, 
Court, and adjoyning ſtreets, which 
was ſo great (together with ſomewhat 
elſe which they uſed) that they brought 
himagaine. 


This crie was ſo great, that all thoſe 
in the ſtreets thought hee had - beene 
dead; whereupon it went for the molt 
part currant in the City and Countrey 
that hce was gone. 


I am not able to expreſſe the un- 
ſpeakeable ſorrow which every where 
was for this wofull newes, chiefely in 
that doletull houſe , you may imagine 
no thought can thinke the greatneſle 
thereof, nor underſtanding conceive the 
ſame, this little which I have ſaid, over- 
lading my weakeneſle.

Thus given over ofall into the hands 
of God, did his Highneflelic in extreame 
paine; during which , ſtill nowand then 
(till two or three houres before his 
death) looking up, and ſpeaking, or en- 
deayouring . to ſpeake , which tor con- 
fuſion and extremity of paine ( being ſo 
neere gone ) could not bee underſtood, 
all the World were ready in this de- 
ſpaire, tobring cordiall waters Diaphore- 
tick,and 2wintiſſentiall Spirits to be given 
unto him; amongſt which, one in the 
afternoone was miniſtred; which ſet that 
little nature remaining , on worke, for- 
cing a ſmall ſwear, which, too late, was 
the firſt hee had; Sir Walter Raleigh alſo 
did ſend another fromthe Tower, which 
whether or no to give him, they did a 
while deliberatc. | 


After the operation of the firſt , his 
Highnefſe reſted quietly a litthe while, 
preſently after falling into his former 
extremities; whereupon ( as the laſt de- 
ſperate remedy ) with the leave andad- 
viſe of the Lords of the Counſcll there 
preſent, the cordiall ſent by Sir Waker 
DT | Raleigh 
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Raleigh (after it had beene taſted and 
proved ) was given unto him but in 
vaine, ſave that forcing that ſparke of 
lifethat remained, it brought him againe 
intoa ſweat; after which, ag before hee 
had ſome reſt for a little while. But, 
no remedy, death would needs bee Con- 
querour; in vaine didthey ſtriveagainſt 
the ſtreame, for hee ſhortly after became 
wondertull ill againe ſight and ſence 
failing, as alſo all the intallible fignes 
of death approaching; In which extrc- 
mity, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury be- 
ing there preſent, who ſeeing it was now 
the time of times, before the laſt gaſp: 
to miniſter ſome comfort unto his High- 
neſle (if as yet there were any ſence rc- 
maining) cameuntohim, firſt ſpeaking 
aloud, putting him in mind of allthoſc 
things which hee had ſpokn unto him 
the day before in his perfect ſenſe, cal- 
ling aloud in his cate, to remember 
Chriſt Feſ#s, to beleeve, hope, andtrult 
onely in him, with + $95 i confidence 
ofmercy, to lift up his heart, and prepare 
him to meete the Lord 7eſws, with many 
other divine exhortations : Thereafter 
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calling more loud then ever, thrice to. 


gether in his care, Sir heare you mee, 
heare you mee, heare you mee; If you 
heare mee, in certaine figne of your faith, 
and ww of the bleſſed reſurreion, 
give us for our comfort a ſigne,by liftmg 
up of your hands, which heedid, lifting 
upboth his hands together : Againe hee 
defired him yet to give him another 
figne, by lifting up his eyes; which ha- 
yving done, they let him alone; For the 
Archbiſhop had with ſtreames of teares, 
powred outathis bed (ide, a moſt excee- 
ding powerfull paſſionate prayer. 


All this while alſo , from three a 
clock in the morning untill night, there 
was continuall prayer in thehouſe, and 
in every place where the danger was 
knownes by which his time growin 
neerer and neerer, and hee weaker an 
weaker ; Thus djd hee lie, patiently (tri- 
ving betwixt death and lite, unayoida- 
ble neceflity, and Gods will forcing pa- 
tience, and againe invincible courage and 
magnanimity ( loath to bee overcome) 
inewing ſome indignation and. con- 
m7 tewpt 
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| cemptof death : yea deathir ſelte (forall 
his cruelty) ſtooda long while —_ 
e 


in doubt what to doe, ſo did bis Highne 
young yeares, his Triumphes at hand, 
the reares, and exceeding ſorrow of Fa. 
cher, Mother, Brother, Siſter, the how. 
ling cries of his Servants, and of the 
whole Land (who'ſaid, her. loſſe, aboye 
all was moſt unſpeakeable ) move his 
hard heart to pitty : But a greater crie 
before this, having outcried thoſe cries 
(even the crie of our finnes ) there was 
' No remedy : for death ( although un- 
willing } not beingable to refift the tore- 
paſſed decree, muſt needs ſtrikethe cruel! 
ſtrokez Many times did hee from that 
morning untill night offer to ſhoote and 
thruſt in-his dart a little, yet pulling it 
preſently back againe, as it were of pur- 
poſedelaying the time, expeRting ſore 
mercitull Meflage from Heaven, untill 
at laſt the cloudy night bewraying the 
irrevocable doome, by natures decay, 
the exceſle of paine having taken away 
the ſenſe thereof, of meere pitty , that 
thereby hee might open unto him the 
doore- of Heaven for hys paſſage into 
glory, 
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olory , being loath that the Angell, 
(who had long atrended to convey his 
Soule unto Heaven, ſhould make any 
longer ſtay) hethruſt his Dart quite tho- 
row; Afterwhich, his Highneſle quict- 
ly, gently, and patiently, halfe a quar- 
tr, or thereabours, before eight aclocke 
atnighr, veelded up his Spirit unto his 
Immortall Maker, Sayiour, and Reſto. 
rer, being attended unto Heaven, with as 
many Prayers, Teares and ſtrong Cries, 
z5ever Soule was, on Fryday the fixth of 
November, 1612. The Corps ſhortly af- 
ter (as the Cuſtome is) was laide along 
upon a Table on the floore, being the 
faireſt, cleareſt, and beſt proportioned$ 
without any kinde of ſpot or blemiſh, 
a5ever was {cene. 


On the Morrow aftcrcame the Lords 
of the Councell , by appointment from 
his Majeſtic, to give order for the ope- 
ning of his Body, &c. which was the 
lame night cffe&ed, about five a clocke 
inthe Evening, in preſence of the Phy® 
tians and Chirurgions who aſſiſted the 


Cure, together with the Phiſitian of the 
| Prince 
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Prince Palatine , wich many other 
Knights, and Gentlemen, inthe Cham. 
ber where hedyed, by the Chyrurgeons 
of his Majeſtic, and his late Highneſſe, 


undcrall their hands, as followeth, 


'The skinne like that of a dead man, 
blackey butno way ſpotted with black- 
neſſe, or pale markes, much leflemarked 
with purples like flea-bites, which could 
ſhewany contagious or peſtilentiall Ve- 
nome. About the place of his kidnyes, 
hips, and behind the thighes, full of red- 
neſſe ; and by reaſon that with great 
paine he had along while lien upon his 
backe, his belly ſomewhat ſwollen and 
ſtretched out, by reaſon of the windineſſe 
which iſſued out of the ſmalleſt opening 
madein the Navill, ſomewhat high ni 
turally, incontinently the belly talling; 
The ſtomacke whole and wholeſome 
within and without, having nevet all his 
ſickeneſle time beene troubled with yo- 
mitings, loathings, or yealpings, orany 
other accident which could particularly 
ſhew that it was attainted, The Liver 
without,in his higheſt parts A 
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blackith lines, paller and blacker then 
was fitting ; The Gall, Bladder, void of 
ofany humour, full of wind: The Spleen 
on the top, and in the lower end black- 
ih, filled with a blacke heavy blood ; 
The Kidneies faire, and without any ble- 
miſh. The Midriffe under the Filme , or 
Membrane, containing the heart (which 
contained a little moiſture) ſpotted with 
blacke, as 1t were a Leadiſh colour, by 
reaſon of the bruifing : The lungs al- 
molt tor the greateſt part blacke , .the 
reſt all ſpotted with blacke , all im- 
brewed, and full of a duſt blood, with 
a corrupt andthicke ſcrocitie, which by 
a vent made in the body of the Lungs, 
came forth foaming in grcat abundance 
in which doing, and in cutting the ſmall 
kinne which invironcth the heart, to 
ſhewthe ſame , the Surgeon by chance 
having cuc the Trunck of the ”=_ veine, 
the moſt part of the bloud iſſued out 1n- 
tothe Cheſt, leaving the lower veines 
empty z upon ſight whereof the Com- 
pany did draw conſcquents of an ex- 
treame heat and fulneſle, the which ap- 
peared yet moreevident 1A this, that the 
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windepipe with the throat and tongue 
were covered with a thicke blackeneſſe, 
and amongſt other accidents, the tongue 
cleft, and dry in many places: The heart 
ſound and dry, in all appearance, good 
in all his quallities, 


\ The hinder veines which are inthe in- 
moſt filme of the braine, called P/amater, 
ſwolne and {tuft with aboundance of 
blood, a great deale more then naturall, 
the ſubſtance of the braine faire and 
cleare, but the ventricles thereof full of 
a cleare water, which after the incifion 
ranne foorth in great aboundance : One 
part of which accidents(as they thought) 
was ingenared, onely by reaſon of the 
Fever maligne, by reaſon of the putrita- 
Rion of divers humors gathered toge- 
ther of a long time before , his High- 
neile not being ſubject to any dangerous 
fickenefle by birth , the other part, by 
reaſon of the convulſions , reſoundings I} ot 
and benummings, which by reaſon of le 
the fulneſſe, choaking the naturall hear, 
and deſtroying the Vitals, by their mv 
{ionitic, haveconveyed his Highneſlc 6 fir 
tine 
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the grave, without any token or accident 


of poylon, 


Thus ( or very neere thus ) loſt wee 
the delight of mankind , the expeQation 
of Nations, the ſtrength of his Father, 
and glory of his Mother, Religions ſe- 
cond hope ; Fooliſh people immagine 
that they have done cnough, when they 
have railed upon the Phyfitians, as 
though they could have altered Provi- 
dence, by prolonging his lite, never tru- 
ly beholding the Omnipotent power be- 
reaving him, which although 1nhis fick- 
nefle, untill the blow was given, could 
notbe ſeene, yet now ( even of the blind) 
may be cafily diſcerned. AndlI pray you, 
it we narrowly looke upon the practiſe 
of the meanes , what omiſhon of duty 
ſhall we find therein £ Some necre his 
Highneſle, together wich Door Mayers, 
atfirſtcalled and wiſhed he might bleed, 
others againe , miſliked the ſame, borh 
karned, 


The Phyſicians, although jarring at 
irſt in their Propoſitions ang reaſons, ar 
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Jaſt did every thing by a common con- 
ſent under all their hands ; Nothing 
was wanting, which either Art or ex- 
perience could thinke thereof, whatſoe- 
ver they did, they alwates thought moſt 
fateſt and beſt, They toiled continually 
day and night. andif it pleaſed not God 
togive a blcfſing to the meanes, mult 
they therefore be blamed ? You know 
Paul may plant, and Apollos may water 
but iris God thatgiveth the increaſe, But 
imagine, there had beene any ſuch ftrife 
amongſt them, the Phyfitians, as it is re- 
ported, what ſhould we thinke thereof, 
but that the God of Order will ſome- 
tive have his will, broughtto paſle, by 
a kind of contuſion, as heoverthrew the 
Tower of Babel, with the hoſts of M1azum, 
&c. So in Phincke, when his will mult 
bedone, if it pleaſe him to breakeand 
take away the ttatie of bread, not blel- 
{ing the meanes; who, I ſay, can (« 
him {waoſe wil! muft be our law) to cor 
what{ocver he will. 


Ince:dhis Highnefſe great and extr 
ordinary paticnce, ſtriving ſo long to & 
vel. 
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vermalter,and hide the ſame in his health, 
in my judgement, did much wrong the 
Phyfitians, who by reaſon of his patience, 
never dreamed ot his danger , as allo 
his moſt wonderfull and matchlefſe pa- 
tience all the time of his Sickneſle, ſhew- 
ing no kind of froward diſpoſition, ly- 
ing in ſhew ( for any complaints were 
heard of him ) as though hee had never 
been ficke ror ſore, As alſothe V rines, 
which untill a little bctore his Death, 
ſhewed no ſuch danger z with the dan- 
gerous unknowne ſtate of his greateſt 
grictecloſcly rooted in his head (as in 
the opening hath beene ſeene ) which 
could not ar firſt be fully knowne , un- 
tilltoo late , the picture of Death by a 
ſtrange extraordinary countenance, ha- 
ving from the beginning poſlcfſed him : 
vaine rumors al{o have beene ſpread a- 
broad, that he was poyſoned : But if the 
former Diſcourſe be well conſidered, his 
Death, in my judgement, will appeare to 
have beene naturall, grounded upon ve- 
ry urgent cauſes. For the Phyfitians in 
opening found no ſuch cauſe in his inter- 
nals, upon his skinne being no kinde of 
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ſpor, orany ſuch ſuſpition. To ſurmiſe 
as ſomehave done, that hee was poiſoned 
by a Ser, conſidering the premiſes,mee 
thinkes were great folly, contrary to 
the opinions of all the learned, who up- 
oO? this relation to his Majeſty, proved 
him free from any ſuch infte&ion : For 
my part, my $k*1 reacheth not to deter- 
mine of any thing , onely I thinke it beſt 
to hold , that hee dicd in the rage of a 
malicious and extraordinary burning 


Feaver , whercin his vitals ard ſenſes 


were from the beginning fo over-preſ- 
ſed, ſtupified, andamazed, chictelythe 
heart and head, which notwithſtanding 
all cordijalsand other helpes uſed ( God 
not bleſſing the meanes) could neyer bee 
relceved, 


The Monday after, the Right honou- 
rxaþle the Lords of the Privy Counſcll 
of his Majeſty, with excceding care came 
to Saint /ameſes, to give order for all 
rhings belonging to ſo wofull a buſt- 
neſſe, according to which , the whole 
Houſe, Chappell, great Chamber, Pre- 
ſence, Lobby, Privy Chamber, and Bed 
oh ; Chamber 
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Chamber were all hung in black with 
all things fitting, thick ſet with Scutche- 
ons of his Highnefle divers Armes, 
which being done , under the State in 
the Chamber where hee firſt ſickened, 
appointed for the Cofhn, there was a 
place erected above an Ell in heigth, 
where it was to-ftand to bee watched 
untill the Funerall, Threeſcoreand tenne 
Gentlemen of his Servants, ordinaty 
and extraordinary ( which were all hee 
had) being appointed night and day to 

attend the ſame, tenne ata time, it being 

ſo ordered that the tenne who watched 

inthe night, did conſtantly wait the third 

day after, Meane while was order given 

that the Funerall ſhould bee ſolemnized 

on Monday the 7. of December follow- 

ing; untill which time, I will not renew 
pricfes in remembring the unſpeakeable 
ſorrow which was in that wofull Houſc, 
now longing to doe their laſt du- 


ty. 


The time of the Funerall now ap- 
proaching, on Thurſday the third day 


of Decemwber , the Coffin was removed 
F 4 from 
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from the Chamber where it ſtood all 
this while, unto the Privy Chamber, 
there being watched for that night, On 
the morrow it was removed from thence 
to the preſence Chamber, where it re. 
mained all that night untill .the next 
day, being Saturday at three a clock in 
the afternoone, at which time his crowne 
and cap of ſtate were ſet upona cuſhion 
at the head of the Cofhn; after which 
the Heralds marching before the ſame, 
the Coffin was removed by the Gen- 
tlemen of his Privy Chamber unto the 
great Chamber, where his Guard atten- 
ded, in which it was fect downe for the 
ſpace of a quarter of an houre; thereat- 
ter being lifted againe by the foreſaid 
Gentlemen, it was brought downe 
faires towards the Chappell , where 
againe for a pretty while it was et 
downe inthe Court; where being lifted 
againe, the Gentlemen of his Majeſties 
Chappell ſinging mournetull ditties 
before them, it was brought into the 
Chappell and there placed under a Ca- 
nopy ſet with great Armes of theunion 
at full, chained with divers other Scut- 
GT | cheons 
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cheons and feverall Armes, there to re- 
maine untill the Funerall day This 
Sunday at night before the Funerall, 
his repreſentation was brought (made in 
ſo ſhort warning, as like him as could be) 
and apparelled with cloathes, having 
his creation robes above the ſame, his 
capand crowne upon his head, his 'Gar- 
ter, Coller, with a Georzeabout his neck, 
his golden ſtaffe in his Right hand lying 
croſle a little, briefely, every thing as 
lice was apparelled at the time of his 
creation ; which being done, it was laid 
on the back on the Coffin, and falt 
bound tothe fame, the head thereof be- 
ing ſupported by two cuſhions, juſt as 
it was £0 bee drawne along the ſtreets 
in the Funerall chariot , drawne by 
eight black horſes, decked with hs (c- 
verall Scutcheons and Plumes. 


But now the time being come, and 
all things to adorne the Triumphes of 
his mournefull Hadadrimons black day, 
the Funerall being foure houres in mat- 
ſhalling'and marching , ſet forth about 
tenne a clock in the morning, there bc- 
| j ing 
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| ing(as was thought)the number of 2000, 


Mourners in black; the Relation whereof 
were now to no purpoſe, fince the or. 
der, rankes, and names are already prin. 
ted in a booke tobe ſcene , As it paſſed 
along, the whole World, ſenſible and 
inſenfible things, and creatures ſeemed 
to mourne, and have compaſſion , he- 
venandearthand all; There was to bee 
ſeene an innumerable multitude of all 
ſorts of ages and degrees of men, women, 
and children, whoſ. wonderfull ſorrow 
who is able to expreſſe? ſome holding 
intheir heads, not being able to endure 
ſo ſorrowtull a fight, all mourning, 
which they expreſſed by ſeverall ſorts 
of lamentation _ ſorrow, my 
ing.crying, howling, wringing of their 
Jo ble dead rinding 
fighing inwardly, others holding up 
their hands, paſhonately bewayling 
ſo great a loſſe, with Rivers, nay with 
an Occanofteares: Well, onthey came 
at laſt to Weſtminſter Abbey the buriall 
place, where, after the dolefull muick 
of all ſorts being ended, the Coffhn was 
{ct under a great ſtatcly Herfe built 
Ou- 
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Qudrangle wile witheight Pillars, ſhew- 


ing three to the view on each fide foure 
ſquare, Cannopy like, rifing ſmall on 
the top, trimmed and ſet thick within 
and without with divers Scutchions, 
ſmall lagges, and penſels of his High- 
nefle ſeverall Armes ofthe Vanion chai- 
ned, Scotland, Wales , Cornewall, Cheſter, 
Rethſay, Carrick, cc. mingled heere and 
there with his Highnefle Motto , Fax 
mentis honeſte Gloria , and that of the Fu- 
nerall Herſe, Fuwat ireper Altam, After 
which the whole Aſſembly having 
taken their places, banners , bannarets, 
and penſils of all ſorts being at reſt, 
after an univerſall filence, the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury (who was appoin- 
ted to doe his Highneſle the laſt duty) 
was ſcene in the Pulpit, who with a 
grave ſober countenance, ſhewing the 
inward ſorrow of his heart, after a lirtle 
pauſe and prayer, did with exceeding 
paſton make the Funerall Sermon, Of 
which though you write that you are 
marvailous deſirous to heare the rela- 
tion, yet I am loath to ſay any thing, 
tearing to wrong fo grave and great a 
ſe Perſon; 
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ventured thus farre ( I hope without of. 
fence) I ſhall heere (as neere as I can 
remember ) rehearſe a word or ty 
thereof, whereby you may judge ofthe 
reſt. 

The Text was out of the 82, Pſalm: 
the ſixtand ſeventh Verſes: F have ſud 
gee are Gods, and yee are Children of tht 
moſt high * But yee ſhall dic as a May, and 
yee Princes ſhall fall like others, Whear 
after hee had moſt Jearnedly by way ot 
introduction ſpoken of the Authour, oc- 
caſton, ſcope,and meaning of this Pſalm, 


he devided the ſame into two maine brar-, 


ches. Firſt , the Exaltation of Princes 
T have ſaid yee are Gods, &rc. Secondly, 
in what reſpect they are ſo called : A- 
eain,in the humiliation,leaſt they ſhouls 
bee out of meaſure exalted, he admire 
bly proved by infinite variety of exam- 
ples, both divine and morall, the vanity 
and inconſtancy of greatneſſe, with all 
the ſhadowiſh toyes thereof, Thirdly, 
for ocular proofe anduſe of all, inviting 
their eyes to the preſent doletull ſpecta- 
cle of their late ever renowned _ 
who, 
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and gallant as the beſt of them, unto 
whom all the delights and pleaſures of 
the World did begge foracquaintance, 
lacking nothing which heart could 
wiſh for, who yet noay for our ſinnes 
lay thus low , bereaved of life and all 
being, forced to prove the truth of this 
Text, not onely to fall, but to fallas o- 
thers, | 


After which , when hee had moſt 
truly and excellently thewed a part of 
his Highneſſe Excellencies, and many 
Noble vertues (forall was not poſſible) 
chictely his rare and fingularpiety both 
in himſelfe, and in the governement of 
his Houſhould, which hee ſo extolled, 
that hee profcſſed hee would not bee 
aſhamed hereafter to propoſe the ſame 
{or a rule unto himiclic, For conſo- 
lation untothem all, hee ſhewed the ex- 
cceding meaſure of felicity , his Righ- 
nefſe had attained unto by death , and 
that now in reſpe& of himlſclfe hee was 
not to be pitticd, being compared with 
thoſe, who had our lived him , the ſame 

one 


who, not long agoe, wasas freſh,brave, * 
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one brave ſhip lying amongſt a num. 
ber of others, all rending towards one 
Haven, whither at length they muſt 
needs all come,or ſhip-broken periſh by 
the way, which ſetting forth betimes, 
as it were,new, freſh, and ſtrong, with; 
faire gale of wind, arriveth quickly with. 
out any danger at the Haven of ſafety, 
whereas the reſt loytering a long time 
by theſe,and theſe Inticements, ſer forth 
at laſt in a more dangerous ſeaſon, ſome 
overladen, ſome miſſing of their way, 
ſome with leakes , ſome wracked, ſome 
ſtarved, ſome drowned, all exceedingly 
tempeſt-beaten; with much adoe reco- 
ucring their defired Haven :Eyen fo, hee

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' This very dayalſothe two Univerſi.. © 
tics, Oxford and Cambridze, did ſolemnize 
this blacke day, with all the fignes of 
ſorrow which could be imagined , ha- 
vingin their two Univerhitic Churches, 
Funerall Sermons, all mourning , both 
in heart, habice, and countenance ; the 
fore-runners of which their extreame 
ſorrow, long beforethis, in their ſeverall 
Bookes ofmourning Epitaphs burſt forth, 
oxford in her Inſta Oxox : and Cambridge 
in her Epicediur Cantabrig : ee. with 
divers other Orations to this purpoſe, 
The Funerall Sermon in Saint Mares 
Oxon : was Preached by DoRor Goodwin 
Deane of Chriſt-Church Colledge there g 
The Text bcing out of EZ/ay, the 57. 1. 
The Righteous "2 gaps axd no man conſtde- 
rahit in his heart ; and mercifull men are 
taken away fromthe evill to come. 


In which he was not onely exceeding- 
ly moyed himſclfe, but alſo moved the 
whole Univerlſitic, and City, to ſhedde 
fountaines of tcarcs.

The Archbiſhops Sermon (as atore: 
ſaid)being ended, the Earles, Lords,and 
Barons, &c, by this time having oftered 
up their ſeverall Banners, and Honours 
which they carryed, as allo the great 
Officers of his Houſe, Sir Thomas Chat- 
l:zor Chamberlaine, Sir Charles Cornwallis 
Treaſurer, Sir Fohn Holl;s Comptrou: 
ler, together with his three Gentlemen. 
Uſhers, Walter Alexander, Anthony Abing- 
ton, and lohy Lumley, having all by de- 
orces ( Sir Thomas Challenor beginning) 
broken their White ſtaves and Rods 
croſfle-wilc over the Cothn, thereby rc- 
{igning their places, the Aſſembly dil- 
lolved, the Coffin with the repreſents 
tion (as is before ſaid) remaining (till un- 
dcr the Heatle, to be ſeenc of all, untill 

on ths 
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the 19. of the ſaid Moneth of December, 
whendecked and trimmed with cloathes, 
as he went when hee was alive, Robes, 
Coller, Crowne, Golden Rodde in his 
hand, 8c. it was ſet up in a Chamber 
of the {aid Chappell at Weſtminſter, a- 
mongſt the Repreſentations of the Kings 
and Queenes, his famous Predeceſſors, 
where it remaineth for ever. to be ſeene;

able Majeſticke Countenance, his haire 

of an Aborne collour, long faced , and 
broad forchead , a piercing grave cye, 

a moſt gracious ſmile, with a terrible 
| frowne, courteous, loving; and affable 
; | his favour like the Sunne, indifferently 
ſkeming to ſhine upon all, , naturally 
ſhamefaced, and modeſt; moſt patient, 
which he ſhewed both in life and deaths 
flow toanger, that even thet, when hee 
WasS many mes moſt offended, he would 
SE. (over- 
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(overcomming himſelte z ſay nothing, 
mercifull he was afterhe had a little pu. 
niſhed the offendors ; neither did hee 
judge raſhly, but after due examination 
of both parties; Diſhimulation he eſtce 
med moſt baſe, chiefly in a Prince, not 
willing, norby nature being able to flar- 
ter, fawne, oruſe thoſe kindly who de- 
ſerved not his love. Quicke hee was to 
conceive any thing, not raſh, but mature 
indeliberation, yet moſt conſtant having 


reſolved : true of his promiſe, moſt {e- 


cret even from his youth z ſo that hee 
might have beene truſted in any thin 
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of, hisheart was bent by ſome meanes | 


or other (it he had lived) to have fhew- 
ed, and fome way to have compounded 
the unkind Iarres thereof; He well ſhew- 
ed his love to good men, and hatred of 
the evill, indiſcerning a good Preacher 
from a vaine-glorious, in whom aboveal 
things he abhorred flattery, loving'and 
countenancing the good ; of the idle and 
loytering never ſpeaking but with dif- 
daine ; in which he ſhewed he had a heart 
flexible to good, and al kind of goodnes; 

which (as I thinke ) was the cauſe one 

day, heuttered this ſpeech of the Deane 

of Rocheſter his Chaplaine. 


That he thought, whereas hee and 0- 
thers like him, ar their firſt entry into the 
Pulpit, did looke him in the face, their 
countenance did, as it were ſay untohim: 
Sir, you muſt heare me diligently , you 
muſt havea care to obſerve what I lay: 
As alſo in his conſtancieinobſerving the 
Prayer time, duely before Dinner and 
Supper, which untill his death hee never 
willingly omitted, whatſoever haſte hee 


had, or wereit gever ſo late, 
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'W har ſhould I yer adde, his conſci- 
ence of an Oath, that hee was never 
heard (I now appeale to Envy it ſclfe) 
to take Gods Name in vaine, with an 
addition of: any other ſeeming light, 
much lefle horrible Oathes, with full 
ſwinge of paſſion , witneſſe the teſti- 
mony of the Moſt Reverend, the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, inhis Funerall Ser- 
mon, wherein was remembred by him, 
(amongſt many other things) that ever 


memorablereply of his Highneſſe, who | 


betngasked one day (by one that great- 
ly rejoyced, hts Highneſſe was no {wea- 
rer) why hedid not ſweare in play aſwel! 
as Others , to his eternall praiſe made this 
reply, That he knew no Game worthy 
of an Oath; | 


To livelong he never defired, nor aſpi- 
red; many times ſaying , That it wasto 
{mall purpoſe for a brave gallant man, 
whenthe prime of his dayes were paſt, to 
live ſo long untill he were full of aches, 
{oares, &c; uttering ' contemptiþle ſpce- 
ches of Death, 'affirming, many times, 
that hee neither deſired; nor aſpired, or

hoped to live long , and that when hee 
ſhould be ficke three or foure daies toge- 
ther, then God have mercy on me, would 
he lay. 


Popery with all the adjunts and ad- 
herenrs thereof, hee hated to the death, 
yet he would nowand then uſe particu- 
lar Papiſts very kindly, ſhewing that hee 
hared not their perſons, but their opini- 
ONS, 


I muſt not forget his love to Learning, 
tothe Mules, to all the Learned who any 
way did excell; to thetwo Univerkities, 
chiefly Oxenford (becauſemoarning Cam- 
bridge did never injoy his preſence)whoſe 
unſpeakeale forrow for his death, will 
ſhew the grear portion of his lovethey in- 
joyed.

He loved anddid mightily ſtrive to 
doe ſomewhar of every thing , and to 
excel! in the moſtexcellentz Hee greatly 
delighted in al! kind of rare inventions 
and arts, andin all kind of Engines be- 
longing tothe Warres, both by Seaand 
Land: In the bravery and number of

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rare muſique, chiefely the trumpet and ©

What ſhould I ſay more ofhim? over 
and above all theſe things, hee had a cer- 
taine kind of extraordinary unſpeakeable 
excellency, my fraile penne and dull 
ſtile not being able to expreſle the fame, 
gathered (out of queſtion) by him long 


' agoe from the plentifull Garden of the 


King his Fathersall admired Bazilicon- 
doren, long fince in his youth dedicated 
unto him, | 


Idare {weare, none will thinkean ill 
thought , much lefle ſpeakeanilt word 
of him, unlefle it bee {ome Ianr-faced 
Machivillian, or hollow hearted Gun- 
powderers , who as they would have 
blowne up King, Progeny, and State, 


| cannot chooſe now but barke againſt 


him, who was aterrour toall the Papiſts 
in Chriſtendome, : 


As 
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As hee was a Man, no queſtionÞbu 


hee had imperfeRious as others (other. 
wiſe hee could not have converſed with 
men) which I profeſſe, I neither kney, 
nor delighted to ſearch after, or if I had, 
you know of all others , I am rather 
boud to cover and conceale the fame 
with Shem and Faphet , then with Han 
to ſhew his nakedneflc, It I were able, 
yet certainely whatſoever they were, 
ſuch a number of noble vertues did cover 
and weigh downe the ſame, eclipſing 
their light, that they could not eaſily 
bce perceived, unlefle it were perhaps 
by ſome maliciouſly bent , who though 
they might have gathered great ſtore 
of honey, have rather choſen ( like 
droanes) to open the gall; whom Talſo 
leave to the gall of bitterneſſe untill ir 
conſume them. 


Wherefore now fince his Soule re- 
fteth in Heaven ( whereof. 1 intreat 
you doubt not ) let us alſo leaye him; 
For his good life in generall, his unfaig- 
ned love to Religion, his love to good 


men, his ſound, and ſaving knowledge 
an 
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and practice of the ſame, his attentive 
and reverent hearing of the word, his 
humble flexible hearr eaſily caſt downe, 
and drawne by the ſame, with many 
other good things, which were in him, 
are ſure fignes of the favouroft God,and 
conſequently of his ſalvation. To 
which it wee conſider with what innu- 
merable prayers, and Itrong cries, his 
ſoule was attended unto Heaven, wee 
may reſt fully ſatisfied of his felicity; 
; For although the extremity of paine 
from the beginning of his fickneſle, did 
as it were ſtupifie and bereave him of 
ſence, that hee could not give thoſe 
wiſhed teſtimonies to the World at full, 
(the Lord chooſing to try him in the 
furnace of affliction) yet ſince weeſhall 
bee judged not according tv ourdeath, 
but according to our life (although his 
death in ſuch an extremity, as 1s ſhew- 
ed, was very good, wee may certaine- 
ly - 2omas that his Soule now praiſcth 
God, 


Wherefore when we miſſe him where 
we were wont to ſee him, let us lift up 
our 
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our mindes to a higher Watch-tower, rc- 
membring that his Seule now reſteth in 
Heaven, whereall cares, troubles, ſoares, 
ſickeneſles, crofles, and afflitions, ſhall 
no more annoy him ; where the fearcs, 
jarres, jealouſtes, diſcontentments,mute- 
nics,uproares, 6 diſſentions of State ſhall 
never vex him ; where heſhall hunger no 
more, thirſt no more, defire no more, ha- 
ving all tears wiped from his cies,in place 
of thoſe fraile ones, which could not hete 


indurethefight of the Candlc, now be- 


holding him whoſe eyesare renne thou- 
ſand times brighter then the Sunne, fol- 
lowing the Lambe whitherſoevyer hee 
gocth, and in the Heaven of Heavens, 
injoying the blefſed fruition of his God, 
inthe company of Millions of his Saints 
and Angels, waiting for the full revela- 
tionand felicitie of the Sonnes of God, 
and renovationof us all, when God ſhal 
beAllin All , where kt us lave him 
(of whom weare not worthy untill we 
be gathered unto him) admiring his in- 
comprehenſible Wiſdome which did be- 
reaveus, untill he let us know by experi- 
ence, how hee will bring light ; 
arke- 
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darkeneſſe : For fince he is goodnefſe = 


ſelfe, his will ( whatſoever it be ) muſt 
needs be goodz And I pray you, whar, 
how many, how great,and how wonder- 
full things hath the Almighty done with 
this one blow, in humbling of ſome,cur- 
bing the pride of others , caſting ſome 
downe, and againe in raiſing up of others, 
letting all ſee, asin a Mirrour, the vaine 
inconſtancie of Greatneſlſe, making ſome 
others inexcuſable, if they receive no 
good from ſo ſenſible a Leſfon, with infi- 
nite moe, knowne onely to the All-ſuff- 
cient, All-ſecing Majeſtic, 


Letus thereforeadmire the infinite and 
incomprehenſible Wiſdome of Almigh- 
ty God, which ſo foone tranſlated him 
from this Yale of darknefle, and milcry, 
into that marvellous joy and light, al- 
thogh it ſeem ſtrange unto our blind cies; 
For what know we bur that the boyling 
head-ſtrong paſſions of youth,evill com- 
pany (which corrupteth good manners) 


the raines of Liberty, the corruption of 


time, with infinite other inticements, 
whercunto fleſh and blood are prone, 


migh 
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might have corrupted him, when dying 
witha conſumed body, and a more cor. 
rupted Soule, he might with an evil Con- 
ſcience(though ful of years)have gonetg 
the grave, with farre more hatred, loa- 
den with innumerable moreſinnes, then 
now he did ;' when by the contrary, with 
the love, prayers, and teares of all, hee 
wasattended unto Heaven,
